Fulcrum's Futurity 
When Fred W. Hooper’s Alhambra ar- 


rived at Keeneland on October 14 to pre- 
pare for his engagement in the Breeders’ 
Futurity, trainer Chuck Parke asked how 
many were going to start. He was told 
the arrival of Alhambra assured a 2- 
horse field. At that time Wilton Stable’s 
Elegante was the only other definite 
starter. 

Alhambra and Elegante seemed enough 
to guarantee Keeneland a good race in the 
Futurity. The Hooper colt had blazing 
early speed, and Elegante, a son of De 
Luxe, had closed strongly in the 61-fur- 
long Hawthorne Juvenile Handicap, miss- 
ing first money by a head. However, 
Elegante didn’t make the Futurity. He 
twisted an ankle during a workout about 5 
days before the race, and the injury did 
not mend soon enough to permit his entry. 

Racing secretary Fred Burton was able 
to get 5 other entries by alternately en- 
couraging and scolding all trainers who 
had eligibles on the grounds, and War 
Dan, a maiden, shipped in from Chicago 
to give the track a 7-horse field. When 
Elegante’s absence became known, it was 
agreed that there might be a contest 
for the second money of about $11,000, 
but no one was willing to predict a battle 
for the favorite. 


Quick Pace, Fast Time 


Alhambra and Rockmoore shot from the 
gate as if they were in a quarter-mile dash, 
and they led the other 5 by 8 lengths 
after 2 furlongs. In another furlong Rock- 
moore had had enough—he had done 
his damage — and Alhambra was left with 
a 4-length lead on Miss Mary V. Fisher’s 
Fulcrum, which had moved to second 
when Rockmoore quit. 

Entering the stretch Alhambra appeared 
to be a certain winner, but in a few strides 
it was obvious he was through. Ful- 
crum collared him at the three-sixteenths 
pole, and began to draw away. Hasty 
House Farm’s Can Trust made a strong 
run from the quarter-pole to the sixteenth-

pole, but he hung slightly in the last 100 
yards, Fulcrum holding a_three-quarter- 
length advantage to the finish. 

The time was 1:2625 for the Beard 
Course —7 furlongs and 184 feet. It was 
one second slower than the track record, 
but two-fifths of a second faster than 
the time posted by Round Table in 1956. 

Jockey Doug Dodson, who rode Alham- 
bra, said the Hooper colt “just died” at 
the top of the stretch, where he was 
called upon for his best effort. It seems 
probable that Alhambra already had 
given his effort. No fractions are reported 
in the Beard Course races because of the 
odd 184 feet, but one clocker reported he 
caught Alhambra in :21%% for the quarter, 
:44 for the half, and :56 for 5 furlongs. 


Business Still Down 


Business at Keeneland was down the 
first week, and the second week was worse 
than the first. Bad weather plagued the 
track for 3 days in the second week, and 
it now appears that the attendance for 13 
days in 1957 will barely exceed the fig- 
ures for 10 days in 1956. Betting is not 
off as much as attendance, and the per 
capita betting figure probably will be the 
best in Keeneland’s history. 

This year, in the first 10 days, 59,787 
persons bet $3,196,749; last year the fig- 
ures were 75,935 and $3,816,312.  At- 
tendance was down 21.2 per cent and bet- 
ting 16.3. The per capita wagering was up 
from $50.26 to $53.44. 


After Keeneland closes on October 24, 
Kentucky racing will shift to Churchill 
Downs, where a 19-day meeting opens on 
October 26. Three stakes are on the Downs 
schedule — the Kentucky Jockey Club for 
2-year-olds, the Falls City Handicap for 
fillies and mares, and the Clark Handicap 
for older horses. E. Gay Drake’s Swoon’s 
Son probably will try to repeat his victory 
in the 1956 Clark, but the outlook for the 
other 2 stakes is not particularly bright. 

Fulcrum, Can Trust, and the other 2- 
year-olds which ran in the Breeders’ Fu- 
turity, excepting Alhambra, are expected 
to run in the Kentucky Jockey Club, but 
it appears that the Louisville track will 
have no better luck than Keeneland in 
luring any of the division leaders. Last 
year, Doubledogdare and Queen Hopeful, 
which finished 1-2 in the Spinster, moved 
to Louisville to renew their duel, but 
Pucker Up, Bayou, and Searching, the 
leading candidates for the 1957 Spinster, 
all are scheduled to return East.

ILLINOIS 
The Switch 


Harry Nathenson, vice president of the 
Balmoral Jockey Club, this week said his 
organization, which has staged a meeting 
at Washington Park for the last 3 years, 
would race at Hawthorne in 1958. 

“We held a board meeting some time 
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ago and voted to race there.” Nathenson 
said. “Since then our lawyers have been 
engaged in placing our verbal agreement 
on a formal contract, and tomorrow (Oc- 
tober 23) or the next day we expect to 
act on this contract.” 

The lease with Hawthorne will be for 3 
years. Nathenson said. The Balmoral 
meeting will be held at the same time 
that it has for the last 3 years — from 
early May until mid-June: 

The Illinois Racing Board will have to 
approve the switch, but there seems little 
doubt that it will go along with the new 
proposal. Paul Serdar, board chairman, 
recently said he _ believed Arlington- 
Washington Parks should dispose of Bal- 
moral stock, and any move to split the 2 
organizations seems certain to have his 
approval. 


CALIFORNIA 
Strike Near End 


The strike of pari-mutuel~ employees. 
which has closed down California racing 
since September 24, showed promise of 
ending this week. At a meeting Tuesday, 
October 22, in Los Angeles. members of 
the Pari-Mutuel Employees Guild voted 
242 to 49 to accept the terms of the 
Federation of California Racing Associa- 
tions, and a similar meeting for northern 
guildsmen was to be held Wednesday at 
San Francisco. 

Said an Associated Press dispatch: 
“Sources in Los Angeles said prospects 
were bright that the northern California 
guild would similarly vote to return to 
work.” 

Should the strike end as_ predicted, 
racing at Tanforan probably would be re- 
sumed on Thursday, October 24. Golden 
Gate Fields would open Monday, Octo- 
ber 28. 

The major term of the settlement is a 
$4-a-day increase in wages, to be paid $2 
the first year and $1 each of the next 2 
years. Management and guild would sub- 
mit to arbitration non-economic issues 
involved. 


The strike of pari-mutuel employees in 
California was in its fifth week, and until 
Tuesday night settlement seemed as far 
away as ever. Neither side had indicated 
it might compromise beyond what already 
had been offered. 

At issue were wages and several fringe 
benefits (e. g. medical insurance, life in- 
surance, a flexible cost-of-living adjust- 
ment, etc.). The track had offered an 
average daily increase of $3.90, but the 
union held out for an increase of $5.30. 

Among the developments last week and 
this: a suggestion that Gov. Goodwin J. 
Knight order the state to cancel the li- 
censes of all striking pari-mutuel em- 
ployees and a decision by State Sen. Lu- 
ther E. Gibson to use the Senate Commit- 
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tee on Business and Professions to in- 
vestigate the strike. 

The suggestion that Governor Knight 
cancel licenses of pari-mutuel employees 
was made by W. W. (Tiny) Naylor, for- 
merly one of the state’s leading breeders. 
The complete text of his telegram to the 
governor: 


“As a citizen of California, a business 
man, one of the state’s more substantial 
individual taxpayers, and a former success- 
ful owner and breeder of race horses I 
wish to go on record that the current 
Pari-Mutuel Guild strike, which is liter- 
ally robbing the state of what could 
amount to millions of dollars, is a shame- 
ful disgrace to the State of California 
and to you as its governor. 

“Never before in the history of labor- 
management relations have so few selfish 
individuals deprived so many of so much. 
I need not point out to you what the stop- 
page of horse racing is doing to the tax 
structure of California, and the vast dam- 
age it can do our state college system. 
But perhaps you should be reminded that 
there is a $150.000.000 Thoroughbred and 
Standardbred breeding industry in this 
state which employs thousands of people. 
That industry will wither without racing. 

“You should also be reminded that these 
selfish few mutuel clerks, who are already 
the highest-paid individuals in their field 
anywhere in the world, are licensees of 
the State of California through the Calli- 
fornia Horse Racing Board. It is my 
strong recommendation that unless the 
selfish leaders of the mutuel guild cease 
their ridiculous demands that the racing 
board revoke the licenses of the entire 
guild membership for conduct detrimental 
to racing. 

“Actually, I am convinced that the gen- 
eral membership of the guild would prefer 
to return to work immediately, but that 
they are suffering under the yoke of un- 
believably bad leadership. 

“T feel that I am well qualified to state 
an opinion on this dispute because of my 
long association with racing and breeding 
and also the fact that I have been dealing 
with labor unions throughout my business 
career. 

“T have no particular axe to grind in 
this matter as I was forced to dispose of 
my racing and breeding interests some 
time ago due to ill health. I am sending 
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this wire to you only because of my alarm 
that nothing concrete had been done by 
the state government to correct a situation 
that is on the verge of doing irreparable 
harm to the State of California.” 


Senator Gibson said hearings would be 
held on October 28 at Sacramento. He 
named a special sub-committee, led by 
Sen. Carl D. Desmond, to conduct the 
inquiry. 

Senator Gibson, a Democrat, said he 
was not interested in the “merits or de- 
merits” of the strike. “We only are con- 
cerned with its effect on our state’s econ- 
omy and revenue. 

Senator Desmond said it was his inten- 
tion to bring together both parties in- 
volved in the strike “and try to resolve 
the problem.” 

The last previous meeting of track 
representatives and guildsmen was on 
October 16, when the State Conciliation 
Service attempted to mediate the discus- 
sions. The meeting unsuccessful. 
The 2 sides finally got together the week- 
end of October 19-20. ;

Victim of Strategy 


T. A. Grissom’s Shan Pac, the 3-year- 
old colt which had won 3 stakes and set 2 
track records earlier in the 62-day meet- 
ing, met only 3 rivals in the $15,000-added 
Frontier Handicap on closing day and 
fell victim to the others’ strategy. 

Going as the 7-10 favorite, Shan Pac fin- 
ished 13 lengths behind C. B. Fischbach’s 
Frosty Mr. in the 42nd running of the 
state’s oldest horse race. My Night Out 
and Invalidate, both easy prey for Shan 
Pac in earlier meetings, beat the Grissom 
colt in the slow footing. 

For Frosty Mr., a 4-year-old gray son 
of Blue Swords, the Frontier was the fifth 
success of the Detroit meeting, but his 
first stakes victory. 

Detroit lost so many horses to Keene- 
land and Hawthorne during the last days 
of its season that only 4 horses could be 
mustered for the Frontier, a run of 9 
furlongs. 

Shan Pac runs best from behind, so the 
other jockeys saw to it that he had the 
lead. Johnny Sellers, shooting for his 
100th winner of the meeting on the favor- 
ite, looked anxiously for someone to set 
the pace, but no one would. Instead, Shan 
Pac was on the head end. The early frac- 
tions were :2675, :5335, and 1:17. 

Then My Night Out and Frosty Mr. 
started to run. Sellers called on Shan 
Pac and the 3-year-old responded briefly. 
After a few strides, though, he started to 
fade and Frosty Mr. moved past with My 
Night Out to fight it out. 

Frosty Mr. glided to the wire a length 
ahead in 1:5534, while Shan Pac slowed 
to a walk.

SALES 


5.3°% Up and 6.5°%/, Down 


The most extensive series of Thorough- 
bred yearling auctions in history ended 
Tuesday night at Keeneland. Totals for 
the 9 sessions of selling were 698 year- 
lings. $1,843,600, average $2,641. The 
results were better or worse, according to 
the manner in which the figures were 
added. By the computation which would 
have to be made by directors of the 
Breeders’ Sales Company, they were 
worse than in 1956. 


The co-operative organization this year 
made 2 major changes in policy. It re- 
duced the number of yearlings in its 
exclusive summer sale by a total of 115, 
and it fixed the dates of the fall auctions 
during the race meeting at Keeneland. 
Vendors made objection to both changes, 
but their protests appeared to grow 
weaker as the fall sales fell into line 
with reasonable expectation. They would 
have to consider many factors, however, 
before making a final judgement. 


Prices at the summer sale averaged 
19.2 per cent higher than in 1956, and 
the average for the fall auctions was 5.2 
per cent higher than last year. But when 
the totals for the 2 sales were added, the 
average price for yearlings sold at Keene- 
land was seen to have declined by 6.5 per 
cent,

While the sales were in progress the 
stock market was in a portentous down- 
ward slide, but if the yearling buyers 
looked up from their catalogues to read 
the news on the financial pages, there 
was no apparent reaction. The pattern 
of prices was very much the same as in 
the fall of 1956, except that yearlings 
excluded from the summer sales tended 
to make the top 5 per cent slightly more 
expensive than last year. A more impor- 
tant consideration was that breeders, as 
usual, were producing too many horses, 
and buyers, as usual, were taking their 
choice at prices lower than cost of pro- 
duction and in many cases lower than the 
stud fees involved. 


Of the 698 yearlings sold, 53 per cent 
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were fillies, as against 52 per cent in 
1956. Average price for the 369 fillies 
was 20.6 per cent higher than last year; 
average for the colts was down 3.6 per 
cent.

Mrs. Ogden Phipps’ Neji is the country’s best 
jumper this year, and the other steeplechasers 
have needed large weight concessions to get close 
to the *Hunters Moon IV gelding. In the Grand 
National Steeplechase Handicap at Belmont Park 
on October 8 Neji carried 168 pounds and won 
by 6 lengths. For the Temple Gwathmey 8 days 
later he was d 173 pounds, conceding from 
9 to 42 pounds to 11 other starters. He sei a record 
for the brand-new course and raised his total 
earnings to $233,740, largest sum ever won by a 
steeplechaser. Elkridge, racing to the age of 13, 
had earned $230,680.

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In the closing hours of the 1956 summer 
yearling sales at Keeneland trainer Sherrill Ward 
settled down to bid, somewhat more stubbornly 
than usual, on a *Royal Charger filly out of 
Tige O’Myheart. The filly’s good looks and 
absence of faults had drawn the attention of 
other buyers, among them Rex Ellsworth, who 
was bidding for himself and Mrs. John McMahan, 
and N. R. (Yorkie) McLeod, representing Charles 
G. Raible. Ward, bidding for the account of 
Mrs. Charles Ulrick Bay, had to go to $63,000 
before McLeod gave up. 

This was the beginning of a story unique in 
more ways than one. The $63,000 price was the 
highest ever paid for a yearling filly in the U. S. 
The filly was to become the first Thoroughbred 
of either sex to attain such a price as a yearling 
and to earn a greater sum on the race course. 
Mrs. Bay named her Idun, after the Scandinavian 
goddess of spring who fed her kinsmen of the 
northern pantheon from a magic casket of golden 
apples. source of e‘ernal youth. 

Idun accepted the symbolism of the name in 
good faith. She had gone unbeaten in 6 previous 
races (one by disqualification), including the 
Matron Stakes, and in the Gardenia Stakes she 
refilled the casket with enough golden apples 
to last the winter out. In all probability, she 
gathered also a sizeable crop of year-end laurels. 

The fact that Idun had won the Gardenia Trial 
by only a nose from Quig Flame gave such hope 
to other owners that a total of 15 fillies went 
to the post fer the rich Gardenia, including 4 
supplementary entries at $5,000 each—Sequoia, 
Polamby, Kapitor, and Quig Flame. 

The track was quite muddy, and Hartack, ap- 
parently seeking to minimize his chances for 
trouble, sent Idun into the lead at once. There was 
no show of competition, except in the first 3 
furlongs, when Sequoia was a close second. Idun 
passed the eighth-pole with a 6-length lead and 
was eased up before the finish. 

The craftiest yearling buyers in history have 
found it extremely difficult to “win out” after 
paying more than $50,000 for a yearling. Sherrill 
Ward has demonstrated that it is not impossible, 
and Leslie Combs II and John W. Hanes, as the 
breeders, share the honors in a unique chapter in 
Thoroughbred history. Idun’s half-sister by 
*Alibhai was sold last week at Keeneland to 
Mrs. James W. Dunlam for $20,000. Pedigrees 
and family notes appeared in The Blood-Horse 
of September 28, page 764.

Brownskin's Half-Century 


J. R. Dwyer, owner of the durable 
Brownskin, gave notice some time ago 
that when the ll-year-old gelding had 
gained his 50th victory he would be re- 
tired from racing. Brownskin got his first 
victory of the year, the 50th of his life- 
time, at Timonium on September 3, run- 
ning for a price of $1,000 and going off 
as favorite at 3 to 2. His margin was only 
a head, but presumably it was enough to 
put him in clover, literally speaking. 

Brownskin is a brown gelding by Mar- 
tinus—Silk Spotter, by Broomoney, bred 
in 1946 by Mrs. A. Samuels and W. A. 
Rathwell. He was unplaced in one start 
as a 2-year-old, and has been a winner 
for 9 years in succession, 1949 through 
1957. His best year was in 1954, at the 
age of 8, when he won 12 of 34 races and 
earned $19,500, but he had won 11 times 
at 5 and 10 times at 7. 

He made a total of 233 starts, won 50 
races, was 40 times second, 36 times 


third, earned $77,813. 


One of the few runners of recent years 
which showed less attrition from contact 
with the race track was the gelding Van- 
time (Playtime—Vanrose, by Vander- 
grift), bred by D. T. Watts. Like Brown- 
skin, he was unplaced in his only start 
at 2, but he raced to the age of 14, started 
295 times, won 62 races, was 65 times 
second, 36 times third, earning $46,290. 
At the age of 10 he set one track record 
and equaled another.

Paris. The one-mile Grand Criterium, 
third leg of the triple crown for 2-year- 
olds in France, was run at Longchamp 
October 13 with Mrs. P. A. B. Widener’s 
Neptune II missing from the field. The 
American-bred Crafty Admiral colt had 
won the first 2 races of the series, the 
Prix Robert Papin and the Prix Morny, 
but trainer Etienne Pollet, instead of at- 
tempting the triple which few 2-year-olds 
have been able to bring off, preferred to 
train him for the Middle Park Stakes at 
Newmarket, hoping to establish him as 
the best at 6 furlongs. 

(Pollet’s bid for the Middle Park failed, 
2 days after the Grand Criterium. Neptune 
II made the pace, led the way into the 
last furlong, only to be outrun and beaten 
half a length by H. J. Joel’s Major Por- 
tion, by Court Martial—Better Half, by 
Mieuxce, winner of the Lonsdale Produce 
Stakes and Chesham Stakes in his only 
previous races, Third, 2 lengths farther 
back, was the Champagne Stakes winner 
Kelly, by Panorama—Cottesmore, by Blue 
Peter.) 

Prix Morny form was represented in

the Grand Criterium field by Bel Amant, 
beaten a short neck by Neptune II in that 
race. From the Robert Papin field there 
were Oroso’s half-brother Yoggi and the 
Scratch colt Silence, third and fifth re- 
spectively. Silence had won twice since 
the Prix Robert Papin. Two other colts 
had shown good performances, Cherasco, 
an easy winner over 7 furlongs in his only 
start, and Tarquin, which had finished 
second, giving weight to the winner, in 
his one defeat in 3 previous starts. The 
only fillies in the Grand Criterium field 
were Bella Paola, third to the American 
filly Shut Up in the Prix Yacowlef and 
twice winner over 7 furlongs, and Phar- 
stella, beaten a neck, after a poor start, 
in her one previous race.

Tarquin took the lead from the start, 
followed by Bella Paola, and Cherasco, 
with Silence and Bel Amant in the middle 
of the field, Yoggi well to the rear, and 
Pharstella last, as she was not in line 
when the tapes went up. Tarquin resisted 
gamely when Bella Paola challenged him 
in the straight, but the filly got the better 
of him by a narrow margin. 

Thus the Dupre stud must be credited 
with the leading 2-year-olds in France, the 
flying filly Texana over the shorter dis- 
tances and Bella Paola at a mile. But 
Texana’s sire, the American-bred Relic, 
is now in England, and, among the sires 
of the first 4 horses in the Grand Cri- 
terium, only Vieux Manoir is at stud in 
France. 

Though bred in France, Bella Paola 
is three-quarters German. She is from 
the last crop by the recently destroyed 
Ticino, which has led the sire list in Ger- 
many for the last 7 years. Ticino won the 
German Derby, and comes from a line of 
German Derby  winners—* Athanasius, 
Ferro, Landgraf, the last-named a son of 
Louviers, imported son of Isinglass. Bella 
Paola’s dam, Rhea II, winner of 3 races at 
3, was bred in Germany, by Gundomar 
(Alchimist—Grossularia, by Aurelius) 
out of the French mare Regina, by Indus 
—Reine d’Ouilly, by Hesione. The good 
runner Prince d’Ouilly is by Gundomar 
out of Reine d’Ouilly.

SYDNEY. Australia’s current sputnik 
is an earthbound 3-year-old named Tul- 
loch which has been orbiting around race 
courses with incredible velocity. The New 
Zealand-bred colt, bought as a yearling 
for 750 guineas, now has won 11 races and 
finished second 6 times in 17 starts, and 
has earned £32,182. a record for a horse 
of his age. 

It was in the AJC Derby, run October 
5 at Randwick, that Tulloch really turned 
it on. In the absence of the flying freak 
Todman, there were only 5 runners, and 
Tulloch won by 8 lengths, pulling up. 
with Prince Darius second and Turkestan 
8 lengths farther back in third place. He 
had the audacity to run the 114 miles in 
2:29.1, lowering by about 2 seconds the 
race record set in 1929 by a gelding 
named *Phar Lap. 

The champion’s owner, octogenarian E. 
A. Haley, listened from his hospital bed 
as the Derby was broadcast.

A few days after the Derby, Tulloch 
was flown to Melbourne for the Caulfield 
Guineas, and despite the fact that he was 
dropping back to a mile, he spreadeagled 
the field to win by 8 lengths. Jockey 
George Moore, who had called Tulloch 
the greatest horse he had ever ridden, 
was most unhappy because of being 
unable to make the weight for the Caul- 
field Cup. in which he was replaced by 
Neville Sellwood. 


The New Zealand stayer Syntax had 
been a strong favorite for the Caulfield 
Cup. despite his burden of 135 pounds, 
but now he has been replaced by Tulloch, 
which is to carry 104 pounds. The 3-year- 
old is now at a prohibitive price. and I see 
no reason why Tulloch should not win 
both the Caulfield and Melbourne Cups 
in the next few weeks. If he does so, his 
earnings will reach a fabulous figure. 


(Tulloch went to the post at 6 to 4 in 
the Caulfield Cup on October 19, and 
was the shortest-priced favorite in the 
history of the race. He won by 2 lengths 
from Mac’s Amber, with Sailor’s Guide 
third, and covered the 14% miles in 
2:26.9, again setting a race record. The 
fastest previous Caulfield Cup was run 
in 2:27.75, in the 1935 renewal.)

Rising Fast’s record for money won in 
Australia finally ended in the Hill Stakes 
at Rosehill, in which he was able to hold 
off the handicapper Timor.

The 
high-weighted Teranyan (125), Zariba 
(125), and Evening Peal (123) were 
unplaced in the field of 17. The time was 
1:3514. 

The 13-furlong Metropolitan, second leg 
of the double, was contested by a moder- 
ate field, the placings going to Straight 
Draw, Gallant Lee, and the Queensland 
St. Leger winner Book Link, in that 
order. Last year’s Melbourne Cup winner 
Evening Peal ran her last race in the 
Metropolitan, and now goes to stud. 
Straight Draw, with 111 pounds, ran the 
distance in 2:431%4 and earned £5,274.

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Recollections 


By James M. 


Years of Seagram 


The greatest racing stable over a long 
period of time in the Land of the Maple 
Leaf was that of the late Joseph E. Sea- 
gram. This was a period when the name 
of the Canadian distiller was more famous 
on the Turf than in the field of internal 
lubrication. 

The black-and-yellow sash was victori- 
ous in the King’s Plate, the oldest race 
run on the American continent, so many 
times it was almost a habit. His first 
winner, on May 24, 1892, was O’Donohue, 
carrying 106 pounds, and he beat Queen 
Mary and Heather Bloom. 

A long list of Seagram horses followed 
in this Woodbine Park classic—Martello, 
Joe Miller, Bonniefield, Millbrook, Ferdi- 
nand, Bon Ino, Dalmoor, John Ruskin, 
Inferno, Slaughter, Seismic, Belle Ma- 
hone, Flowerful, and Young Kitty. 

Before 1900, I was not too well ac- 
quainted with this outfit, but I do recall 
Inferno, because an old friend, Kelly 
Phillips, went up to pilot him to victory. 
And I remember Belle Mahone chiefly 
because this outstanding filly was ridden 


by Frank Robinson, one of the best 
riders and most gentlemanly fellows I 
ever knew. 


There were quite powerful stables in 
Canada in those days. and one of the 
best belonged to William Hendrie, who 
owned Martimas. winner of the 1898 
Futurity. Martimas was walked over from 
the Bay Bridge ferry in Brooklyn, and 
his handler got lost on the way, getting 
the colt to Sheepshead Bay only an hour 
before post time. 


Nevertheless. the Seagram stable was 
the best around, and it had as its trainer 
the top-class Barry Littlefield, son of 
Charles Littlefield. Their star jockey in 
the early 1900’s was Otto Wonderly, the 
dapper Canadian lad who started life as 
a candy butcher on the CPR and became 
one of the top riders of Canada and the 
U. S. Wonderly was killed on April 5, 
1905, while schooling Myopia from the 
barrier at Montgomery Park, Memphis. 
He had won the Suburban Handicap on 
Gold Heels in 1902, and, just before his 
untimely death, he had led the jockey 
list at Hot Springs. 

It was around this period that I became 
personally interested in the Seagram 
stable, and, although it is 50 years since 


I’ve seen the black-and-yellow silks airing 
at the end of the old 5-furlong chute at 
Aqueduct, it seems but yesterday. There 
was Jack Thorpe, who was head exercise 
boy at one time and worked with the 
stable for a good 50 years. And I remem- 
ber George Olandt, a clever young jockey 
who rode Scotch Plume to victory over 
the great mare Hamburg Belle at Jamaica 
in the fall of 1904. Matter of fact, I 
walked Scotch Plume back to Jamaica 
that evening. 

Other boys around the stable were 
Jimmy Eagan, Pete Gerhardt, Frenchie 
Miller, and Louis (Bugle) Hughes, 
Hughes became a jumping rider of some 
note, and was the son of a very noted 
jockey Lloyd Hughes. 

There were some good horses, too, but 
one of the best they ever raced was 
Cobourg, a son of Himyar and Grace Lee. 
On August 31, 1901, in the race before the 
Futurity, Cobourg (119) beat *Voter 
(140), one of the best sprinters America 
ever produced. 

Unfortunately, Mr. Seagram never won 
any of the spring classics. The stable used 
to race in Canada from spring to August, 
when it would go to Saratoga before 
finishing out the season in New York.

New Illinois Law 
By WARREN SCHWEDER 


About 3 weeks ago Ira Drymon, of 
Gallaher Farm, Lexington, reported that 
he had sold 4 in-foal broodmares to an 
Illinois breeder, and a week later Preston 
Madden, of Hamburg Place, called The 
Blood-Horse to say that he had bought 
the 4-year-old English colt Dormello on 
behalf of an Illinois syndicate. Quite a 
few of the yearlings being sold at Keene- 
land will wind up in Illinois, as will 
some of the breeding stock. 

The impetus for some of these trans- 
actions obviously was a fairly recent 
amendment to the Illinois racing law 
which, according to the artist who drafted 
it, was designed to “encourage the breed- 
ing of Thoroughbred horses by Illinois 
residents.” 

It will do this, all right, since by 1961 
the state will be baiting the trap with 
$500,000 a year. 

We had tried to obtain a copy of this 
amendment, but the State House, prob- 
ably a little gun shy from some of the 
criticism the measure had attracted, ne- 
glected to send one. A short time later, 
however, a copy came from Robert Ep- 
stien, Harry Nathenson’s first lieutenant, 
who kindly had underlined the best pass- 
ages. 

Beginning in 1958, each racing asso- 
ciation will be expected to provide each 
season not more than 4 races for Illinois 
owners. In 1958, 1959, and 1960 these 
will be for 2-year-olds and upward con- 
ceived, foaled or owned in Illinois. Be- 
ginning in 1961 these races will be only 
for 2-year-olds or upward “dropped in 
Illinois, from a mare bred in_ Illinois, 
and sired by a stallion standing for service 
at and within the State of Illinois at the 
time of the foal’s conception.” And it 
won't be fair if the stallion stood else- 
where at any time during the calendar 
year in which the foal was conceived. 

The money for these races will be put 
up by the state, which, of course, gets it 
from the bettors. Incidentally, the state’s 
share of the pari-mutuel pool is 4 per 
cent, plus one-half of the breakage. 

In 1957, 12 per cent of the state’s share 
of wagering on ninth races (or any other 
extra races) was to go toward the “Fund 
for [llinois-Bred Thoroughbreds.” In 1958, 
the Fund would get 17 per cent of the 
state’s share; in 1959, 20 per cent; in 
1960, 30 per cent; and, beginning in 1961, 
40 per cent. By 1960, the Fund should 
have a balance of $500,000 a year to spend 
in purses, and anything in excess of this 
would be turned into the state’s general 
fund. 


That’s the gist of it, and there is no

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question but that a bonanza has opened to 
the horse-owning residents of Illinois; but 
whether this will improve the breed in 
Illinois or simply make the breed more 
plentiful depends on where you vote. 

For those interested in the smaller de- 
tails of this provincial benevolence. the 
major portions of the amendment are 
given below: 


The Bonanza 


The purses, stakes or prizes to be paid 
to the winners, second. third or fourth 
horses in said races shall be determined 
by the [Illinois Racing] Board from time 
to time, acting in conjunction with the 
racing secretaries of the respective li- 
censee tracks at which said races are to 
be held, which purses, stakes or prizes 
shall be commensurate with the past per- 
formance, quality, and class of horses 
available for said races, and the conditions 
of said races. which shall be determined 
by the Board, and giving consideration to 
the location of the tracks at which said 
races are run in a county whose popula- 
tion is less than 250.000 or in a county 
whose population is 250,000 or more, and 
the amount of revenue paid to the state 
by each respective track. 

The said purses, stakes or prizes shall 
be paid by the Board out of the fund in 
the State Treasury known as “The Fund 
for Illinois Bred Thoroughbreds.” The 
dates of the running of said races shall 
be determined by the Board in co-opera- 
tion with each race track licensee but in 
no event shall said races be scheduled 
by the Board so as to interfere with the 
duly scheduled racing program of said 
licensee. The amounts of said purses, 
stakes or prizes and the conditions of said 
races shall be determined in sufficient 
advance time to permit track licensees to 
include the conditions, purses, stakes or 
prizes in their stake and condition books. 
In the event that said races shall not 
attract sufficient Illinois bred, foaled or 
owned horses, then the Board may cancel 
said race or races and the purses, stakes 
or prize money offered for the races 
cancelled shall be retained in the fund of 
the State Treasury known as “The Fund 
for Illinois Bred Thoroughbreds” until 
the end of the calendar year, and shall be 
then transferred to the general revenue 
fund of the State Treasurer as required 
by the provisions hereinafter set forth. 
In the event the Board shall cancel said 
race or races as aforesaid it shall notify 
the track licensee in time to permit the 
licensee to schedule a substitute race. 

No “Illinois bred, Illinois Foaled and 
Illinois Owned Races” shall be run dur- 
ing the racing year of the year 1957, but 
the moneys received by the Board during 
said season for “The Fund for [Illinois 
Bred Thoroughbreds” shall be accumu- 
lated and be available for purses, stakes 
or prizes during the racing season of

the year 1958: $375,000 in the year 1959 
or $500.000 in the year 1960 or thereafter 
shall be transferred to the General Rey- 
enue Fund, provided, that in the event 
that. at the close of the racing season in 
any calendar year, there remain in “The 
Fund for Illinois Bred Thoroughbreds” 
any funds which have been placed ia said 
fund in the previous calendar year and 
not used for purses, stakes or prizes dur 
ing said year, such funds shall be trans. 
ferred to the General Revenue Fund. 

The track licensee may but shall not be 
required to add to the purses, stakes or 
prizes offered by the Board in any “Tlli- 
nois Bred Races” or “Illinois Bred. Ili- 
nois Foaled and Illinois Owned Races.” 
The Board may prescribe a nominating 
or starting fee for “Illinois Bred, Illinois 
Foaled and Illinois Owned Races” or 
“TIlinois Bred Races” but in no event shall 
said fee exceed $500 for each entry. The 
fee prescribed shall be paid to the win- 
ner of said race in addition to the purse 
awarded to the winner. 

For the racing seasons of 1958. 1959, 
and 1960. a foal shall be eligible for the 
“TIlinois Bred. Illinois Foaled and_ Iili- 
nois Owned Races” if conceived and foal- 
ed in the State of Illinois. or dropped in 
the State of Illinois, or owned, since prior 
to March Ist of the year in which said 
race is to be run, by an Illinois resident, 
who at the time of entry in said race 
was a resident of Illinois for at least two 
years prior thereto. . . 

Commencing with the racing season in 
the year 1961. a foal shall be eligible for 
the “Illinois Bred Races” only if dropped 
in Illinois, from a mare bred in Tlinois, 
and sired by a stallion standing for serv- 
ice at and within the State of Illinois at 
the time of such foal’s conception, which 
stallion did not stand for service at any 
place outside the State of Illinois during 
the calendar year in which such foal was 
conceived. 

In order to determine the eligibility of 
foals as entries in the “Illinois Bred, IIli- 
nois Foaled and Illinois Owned Races” or 
“Tllinois Bred Races” the Board may ap- 
point an investigator and assistant investi- 
gator whose salaries shall be $7,500 and 
$6.000 respectively, and they shall be re- 
imbursed for expenses incurred in_per- 
formance of their respective duties.

The dam 
of *Blue Choir, *Fleur Bleue, was sold at the MacPhail dispersal 
in 1956 for $35,000 and her colt was sold at the 1957 Saratoga 
yearling sale for $26,000 — the popularity of this breeding in this 
country is certainly indicated by this vote of popularity in the 
auction rings.
